Let. The carth. The planet Earth was not 
created wholly aud solely for the exclusive ben- 
efit and occupancy of man on its surface, but 
has its relgtive value, power and influence of 
gravitation, attraction and repulsion, with other 
considerations, ju the planetary system. Aside 
from allthat, it would seem to have been made 
for the abode of man, the theatre of his actions, 
and his enjoyment of life's numerous blessings, 
and an endurance ot its sufferings, and of his 
dissolution.

All these numberless provisions are evidently 
so abundantly prepared for the necessary use 
and enjoyment of man. No other adequate 
object or cause can be rationally anigoed. for 
such provision, 

What, then, is proved by all these evidences? 
One thing, certainly, that the existence of man, 
his welfare and his present and future destiny, 
was of importance enough in the mind of the 
power that made this creation tò justify its do- 
ings. What cause, then, has man to fear or 
doubt that this same power will Nm to take the 
wisest cure of him through all future time ?

It cannot; therefore, be trae, as many bave 
tried to make the world believe, that ll spirits 
who'do commune are evil, or, that at requires a 
special interposition of Providence to beal the 
sick, or to de mediums, expand iron rings, or to 
produce any other physical demonstration, 

Healing the sick and other fseming miracles 
are the result of natural Jaws, aud are affected 
by certain conditions, as they were in thé timo 
of Christ and bis Apostles—vis: by faitb; a 
belief, ora peculiar psychological of somoatm- 
bulic condition of the patient's mind at the time, 
And as it is well koowa that persons who are in 
a somnambulic condition, bavo the power to 
throw off diseases of any kind (except where 
there is an absolute destruction of the parts), it 
is ho more than seasoning from analogy, pr 
from facts—to know that tbe healing or cu: g 
diseases, «ic, by healing mediums is eflect 
sia the dame way; and it will po observed that 

mediums*or those who ean throw themselves 
into the sumnambulic condition, are at once 
relieved by the Jaylagon of hands,—simply 
because the mind of such persons ‘is more capa- 
ble of makiog and keeping a resolution, than

There can be no doubt that spirits also have 
the power to heal, to tie mediums, expand iron 
ring, and play upon nidsical instrumente, etc, ; 
but to do so, they must have peculiar mediums 
to effect the one or the other, and it is-well 
known to those cofversadt with spirit commun- 
don, that they caa not do all these things through 
the sabe medium, and that one spirit may sc- 
complish one thing through one medium, that 
another can not, and “ dice tersa,” 

These facts show that there must bean adapt- 
ation of the one to the other until the necessary 
conditions are obtained, which often requires 
time as well as patience and perseverance, All 
mavifesm'ivus, therclore, must be done accord- 
iog to natural lawe, aud although we may not 
know or understand them, it is certain that the 
necessary conditions must be present or spirits

The above named Society does grint letters 
of fellowship to all regular lecturers upon 
Spiritualism, who apply for the same: which 
letters constitute such lecturers, “ Regular Min- 
isters of the Gospel,” in a legal sense, As to the 
question whether they are such jn the highest 
sense,his or heran conscience must be the tribu- 
nal whichis to determine. The Rt Pao 
SOPMICAL Society ai no authority to 
control, or even o an opinion us to 
matters of conscience. bas no creed or con- 
fession of faith. It neither votes its members in 
or out, All is left to the volition cf each indi- 
vidual. d 

It isa custom with railroads to give half-fare 
ticketa to “ Ministers of the Gospel,” on. such 
roads as they may be regularly engaged in 
speaking on. In other words, where the officers 
of a {society give their lecturer a certinéate 
that he or she is employed as a regular speaker 
for them, on presentation of the same-with his 
or her certificate of fellowship to the local rail- 
road agent, he will forward the same with his 
recommendation to the superintendent or 
general ticket agent of the company, who will, 
if in accordance with their rules, grant a certifi 
cate, which will authorize such Lecturer to 
purchase tickets at halffare auywhere’bn such 
railroads, . 2 

We are thus explicit in regard to this matter, 
to save long correspondence, as much misunder- 
standing seems to exist upon the subject.

Dean Brotnen:—You request me to ray 
something concerning my mediamship. I will 
endeavor to comply with your request, though, 


to me, it isa very mysterious subject, 
difficult to deteribe. 

I find that hitherto I have been under the in- 
fluence of two clases of spirits; one possessing 
ordinary mental powers, similar to mortal, who 
discuss subjects in general, which are concern- 
ing my worldly existence. They are generally 
kindred spirits and acquaintances. They give 
thelr communications by means of visions, ac 
companied by impressions on the mind, sn that 
one is u clue and guide to the understanding of 
the other. These visions may be divided into 
the literal, symbolical and allegorical. Worldly 
formation is put in the literal; abstract things 
sre put in the symbolical, while morals and sen- 
iments are put in the allegorical. Wheh the 
allegorica} is used, it is similar to so many file 
-dramatic-_performanees, of which I am the only 
spectator,—at the same time my mental impres- 
sions generally enable me to correctly read the 
vision, In fact, the visions illustrate the im- 
pressions, and the impressions explain the vis- 
ions Now and then, when the spirits wish to 
be emphatic, they speak ia d voice a word, ora 
sentence or two, which séems to enter my brain

Ido not wish it to be understood that they 
spoke exactly as Ihave gien it to the world, 
Not so, Provided I gaye their sentiments and 
facts, I was at liberty to do as I pleated. At 
the’present time, no demonstration or evidence 
can be more convincing than the truth of my 
commùnicatións,yet at the time I received them 
and for three yeam afier, there was an awful 
doubt banging over my mind, which was the 
cause of my hidiog the manuscript, until my 
spirit friends called for it, and told me to give it 
to the world, Then-I became convinced that 
all was true, that all was clear, and that L was 
not under any st of hallucination or delusion. 

As I said before, the influence of these ancient 
spirits was special. When my task was foished 

len me, and have Bot visited mo but once 
‘since, which was in the year 1868, 

They came to elevase my thoughts and hopes 
corcerning a certain matter, a I felt rather do · 
spondent at that time. We discoursed some 
time about the booky“ Jesu of Nazareth,” when 
Iavalled myself of the opportunity to point out 
a defect, gap whieh I thought ought

a series of communications as before, and in the 
mean time, they would be gathering materials 
for the.undertaking. They then leit me, since 
which time they have not visited me. 

Such, sir, is the nature of my spiritual inter 
curse, as far as I am able to comprehend it, 
Whether any other medium's experience is ex- 
actly the same, I cxnnot tell With all the ex 
perience I have had of mediums, I have found 
none who are influenced like I am. Others com- 
munieate in trances, and ray they see spirits,and 
when they are donc, they are as wise as they 
were bet re, so that, when in their pormal state, 
it you ask them anything about what they saw 
orsaid, they tell you they know nothing about 
it, 

As to myself, I neither see’ spirits, nor do I 
forget what I have seen or received impression 
of. What I see l know to be representations 
only for the spec’al purpose and moment, made 
from the magnetism of my own brain, and what 
1 hear or am impressed with, I remember. I. 
thi nk, therefore, that my mole of mediumship 
is much more preferable than that of many oth 
ers, Some.persons I know, even my most inti 
wate friends, think it all Nies and delasion, but I 
can say with great essurance,that us regards my. 
self, no medium can produce as great a testimony 
to the truth tiat I can, in confirmation of my 
statement on this matter. And as regards the 
spirits, I can bear testimony chat they never lie 
cnncerning what they say of themselves or of 
their world, for they never speak of them in a 
descriptive style, though other mediums pretend 
they da. I know that spirite cannot communi- 
cate anything of a spiritual rature to the mind 
of man, for the human mind has not ideas to 


admit of it, Whatever is mid by mediums ot, 


the splrit nature or world, is to be taken in an 
ailegorical sense, for all the ideas thus proclaimed 
are e an earthly nature. aml cinnot possibly 
portray anything spiritually, yet the mediums 
and their hearers take the acnouncements liter- 
ally, and tbus is produced 4 great hodge prdge 
of incoogruous id as of spirts and the Spint 
World. {

THe con- 
dition of membership, should be assumed or dis- 
carded, at the option of the individual; and none 
but moral ovllgation, should bind any to financial 
—no more than to mental, moral and spiritual con- 
tribution. 

As governmental, societary, or associative pow- 
ers cau only be rightfully as-lened aod assumed by, 
and through the will of the Individaals who com- 
pose the association, the o

the constitucats of human life, suould be adhered 
to la the organization of any socktary forms. 
There propositions admitted, It would follow 
that as with the individual, so with the soclety,— 
sovereignty. of individual soctetary Mairs, should 
supremely reside with each society.

In the 320d chapter of Gen, we have the 
testimony of a man who wrestled with God all 
night, and knew from sight, hearing and touch, 
that it was God, We bave here abuodant 
affirmative testimony from the evidence of thrce 
of the senses, sight, bearing and touch, that God 
was present with Moses and others, and gave 
the Law.

I have just returned from max month's so- 
Journ in the Sduth, and as I have mingled With 
all classes, and pariaken of the hospitality of 
many of the begt and most intelligent cfiizgua of 
that region, I have gathered some luſurmation 
which may be generally Interesung. Permit 
me, therefore, to 1 views of “What the 


South needs,” 
Many communications have lately been pub- 


lished in various pepers, by Northern as well as 
Southern writers, which have generally Been 
headed, What the South needs," many of 
which, I sm sorry 10 say, fall short of the object 
for which they were jnfended,—not only politic- 
ally, but socially, religiausly aud in an agricul 

tural point of view. The South is by no means 


failed to sen—to study and develop them, and 
“their preeent condition in many respects: is bo 
result of that neglect. 

My triend, T. G. Clenson, En, of Pendleton, 
8. C., in the l Convention, held at 
jumbis last tb, enumerated many of her 
resources In a very eloquent speech, which, I am 
sorry to say was not correctly reported. In 
speaking of the resources of South Carolina, he 
stated that “the oyster trade of the State, if 
properly conducted, would yield more than 
double as much to her citizens, pecunlarily, as 
all the cotton raised within ber territory; that 
the fertilizers upon her coast were suffl-ient to 
enrich all her lands, and the breeding of fish in 
Aer rivers, creeks and branches, would furnish 
more food of that kind than could be consumed - 
ten times the number of her iobabltants; 
that her streams or water courses could furnish 
power enough to drive any amount of machine- 
ry, atthe same time that ber lands, ext nding 
from the Atlantic to the mountains, afforded 
every variety ot soil, climate and produce. He 
dwelt particularly upon the necessity of scientific _ 
eilucation,—eaid that there was no prosperity 
without att, no art without sciente, no scienco 
without a knowledge of those laws which tbe 
Almighty has made inberent to all matter, aud 
which laws govern the universe. Science isthe 
measure of n nation’s power and strength, and 
with it, you may hope all thidgs—and that if he 
bad the power, he would make scientific éduca- 
lon, obligatory." He alsq spoke in glowing 
terms of the mineral wealth yet but imperfectly 
developed, avd “hoped the time was not far 
distant when her citizezs would wake to the re- 
alities which surround them, and graip the 
boon within their reach.” 

From what I have myself seen, I am conytiosa 
that no co,) in tbe world has a better climate, 
a richer soil, or more natural advantages, and 
where health js an object, and a delightful eli- 
mate a desideratum—the countries near the- 
mountains cannot be excelled for both, 

Had all the natural adyuntages of the South 
been improved, where now we see neglected, 
illy cultivated of weed produciag fichls, we 
shoujd have had them green with grass, waving 
withfgrain or while with cotton. Order, deep 
plowing, avd manuring broadcast plentitolly, 
will afford all this ; 

Io many places. it is true, great strides in the 
manufacturing interests have been made, The 
same energy and perseyeranc’, with a reasona- 
ble ambition to excel in all the branches of in- 
dustry acd knowledge, without any fanciful, 
speculative or aggrandizing tendencies, will soon 

recopstruct the South to some purpose. 

The S mth needs a direct’communication with 
the great West by railroad. This can be most 
cheaply and easily affected by completing the 
Blue Ridge R. R. by the way of Kuoaville to 
Cincinnati, which will join both sections to 
their mutual advantage. But above all, to effect 
all, the Southern people must study Nature's 
laws, morally as well as physically, withont 
which there can be no prosperily, no happlacss. 

Morally, the South needs men who will study 
God in nature, more than in hum in doctrines | 
and instead of trying to account for and to ex- 
plain the divinity of Ghrist (as many clergymen y 
going to and from Convention, ‘ately attempted 
in my bearing), they would do much better to 
do us he didjaud to teach u he taught, viz: That 
the Father Weis greater than he, and Wit all 
must so net as to work out. their owo salvation 
‘The South needs. revelations thataccord with 
the great troths of the Bible, and that rrgnot ` 
contrary to nataral Jaws, or the laws which God - 
Himself has established from the’ beginniog of 
the world, and which even IIe cannot alter 
Without destroy ing His own ompiscievce, and 
consequently His own existence as u perfect be- 
ing. 

Let her people look around and sec who'her 
there are “n proofs now given to the world that 
the soul is immortal, aod tha it is mght to ido 
unto others as ye would have them do to you., 
The South needs trut more than creeds or man 
made doctrines, and until she finds it she can 
not hope to become wise, good, prosperous o: 
hap y, even il she should becyme more affluent 
than ever.

God is the great ceuterstauce of the universe, 
around which ail other centers and circamstances 
must ever revolve. Man la also a centerstance by vir- 
tue of his relationship to Gd, being made in His 
Image bpiritually,—being the most perfect expres» 
sion of the Inflaite on the finite plane. We can oee 
from a spiritual sand polut, every humen being us 
acentral point, almost Imperceptible at frat, but 
Full Nike® point of light which is unextiogulsbable, 
whieh may be obscured by Ixaorince and error. 
but cam never be pat out. It is a very interesting 
Process to watch these varluns centers of Nght, 
when we are thus able to discern thelr conditions 
and the degrees of untoldment «hich they have ex- 
perleneed and attaluvd to. In every human being, 
We see thle divine central spark of licht, some.

The meeting came off, andit is claime! that 
there were seventeen delegates present. Only two 
Societies, however, eren appolated delegates, and 
they were entitled to but two delegites each under 
the constitution df the State Association. All 
others were improvised for the occasion ;and we 
opine our friends at those towns they professed to 
represeut will pot be proud of thelr acts. 

One delegate professed to represent a Lyceum, — 
no such delegates are ko to the constitation of 
the Association. Soit appears that there were but 
four delegates In attendance, none of whom 

were eligible under the constitution. Bo, really and 
in fact, there was no legal mectlog of the Iillnols 
Assoclition of Spiritaalists boden by persons au- 
thorized, or who could get la the name of the Asso- 
ciation. The meeting was conceived ta fraud and 
brought forth aũ abortlon. 

The clause of the Corstitution referred to,requir- 
ing certala qualifications to render 5 
to seats, reads as flows: 

“The State Society will consist of members of 
the Local and County Societies who shall contrib. 
ute tothe fonds of the American Association of 
Spiritaalists." (a) 

Not one of the pretended delegates had ever 
„contributed“ one cent to soch funds, conse 
quently even the four who were sent there by 
the two Societies, viz: Monmouth and Havana, 
coufd not have had power to pass-resodations or 
ainend the consiltation, as they assamed to da. 
Their doings were a nullity. ab initio, 

To remove this difficulty, Loveland resorted 
to another cheat. he is fruitful in that depart- 
ment as will more fully appear. He offered the 
following resolution to which his delegates said 
aye, viz: 

Resoleed : That in judgemeatot this Commit. 
tee, the resolutions passed at Springteld on the 
24th day of October, 1808, at the Bh lary ee 
meeting of the Iltinols Stute Association of Spir- 
itualists, are no amendments to tLe constitution 
of said Association. 

Let us examine the peika” Supposing there 
had been present a full aud fair representatioa 
of delegates, eligible to act, would a resolution 
deo) Ing a plainly expressed provision in the 
constitution, annul it? A constitulion by which 
an Association is governed, is as binding on the 
parties and as enforceable in a court of justice, 
as a contract bet weent iwo individuals capable of 
contracting. 

A case just transpired in point: Bishop White 
house,—of the Illicols Diocese —Episcopal, 
was desirous of getting rid of ceraian refractory 
members at the priesthood. To the end of mak- 
ing an example, be had charges prelerred against 
Rev. Cundes E Cheoey,—instituted his own 
court, and was proceeding, against protests, in 
his own way, to not only deprive Mr. Cheney of 
his private tights as a clergyman but to bring 
him {nto disrepute among his fellow men, regard 
less of the articles of Association of the Episco- 
pa! Church. 

Mr Cheney applied to the elvil arm of the law 
for an injanction, restraining the Bishop and Ais 
court from proceeding in that volawful manner, 
which was granted, and the unlawful assemblage 
was dispersed. This tranepired lo the city of 
Chicago, on Wednesday last. 

Ifthe Bishop had only taken Loveland info 
his counsel, he would have cured all defects in 
higcourt, by asimple resolutioa that the con- 
atftution of the Episcopal church did not mean 
what its plain language purported to expresas, 

Mr. Loveland claimed that the above quoted 
paragraph, had not been legally adopted asa 
part Of the coustitation, Let us see.
